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Valedictory  Address

Honoured  guests,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  fellow 
graduates: 

It  doesn't  seem  possible  that  we  are  grad 
uates  of  SCI  already.  In  fact,  it  seems  like 
only  yesterday  that  we  came  to  this  institut- 
ion as  skinny  little  'minor  niners'  trying  our 
best  to  fit  in.
